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Fire destroys Alcona home

Fire caused major damage to a bun¬ 
galow in a quiet Alcona residential 
neighbourhood Sunday afternoon. 

There were no injuries. 

Both homeowners were inside the 
one-storey 1,500 square-foot home on 
Blackwoods Drive when fire broke out 
around 4 p.m. 

Henry Kooistra was watching the 
Blue Jays game and the Masters golf 


tournament on television while his 
wife Lauretta was resting when he saw 
smoke outside. 

Initially, he thought a neighbour 
was burning debris. 

"Then I looked and it was right out¬ 
side," he told QMI Agency. 

He roused his wife and they were 
able to flee the home. Lauretta Koois¬ 
tra managed to grab her purse and 
cell phone as she fled the house while 
Henry ran outside still wearing his 
slippers. 


They moved their vehicles to safety 
before emergency crews arrived to 
battle the blaze. 

South Simcoe police and Innisfil 
firefighters were on scene within min¬ 
utes to find smoke pouring from hot 
spots on the roof. 

They aggressively attacked the 
blaze but within minutes, flames 
erupted from the home's east side 
eaves.

By the time firefighters 
cleared the scene, walls were 
still standing but the roof was 
gone with only charred 
rafters exposed. The struc¬ 
ture was completely gutted.

A blood-curdling scream rings out, and 
echoes in the basement of the Old Town Hall 
Theatre in Cookstown. 

No one notices; it's audition day for South 
Simcoe Theatre's Four Play, a Showcase of 
Play Readings, and an actor is simply getting 
into a role. 

Four Play is a summer tradition at the 
Cookstown theatre - four evenings of play 
readings, during the first week of June, 
directed by experienced and new directors. 

The process begins with a call for submis¬ 
sions of plays, which arrive from as far away 
as New York. South Simcoe Theatre decides 
which plays will be chosen for Four Play, then 
sends out a call for interested directors, and 
finally, actors. 

It's all very low-key. There's no need for 
memory work or accompanists; the actors 
make an appointment for their audition, 
come out to the theatre, and read the plays in 
front of the director - and in some cases, the 
playwright. This year, Audition Day was April 
12 . 

"It's actually a very fun experience, to see 
the characters brought to life," says writer 
Raymond James Holmes, whose work, "The 
Lonely Vigil of Emily Baxter" will be read on 
June 7. 

Fellow-author Jack Trepanier agrees. The 
playwright may have an internal image of a 
character, but when it's read on stage by an 
actor, "they bring it to life differently - and it's 
even better!" 

Both Holmes, a resident of Minesing, and 
Trepanier, from Stroud, have had works 
accepted for Four Play before. In fact, 
Holmes' "vignette" performed last year 
recently won 3rd place in an Ottawa competi¬ 
tion - "quite an honour," he says. 


Holmes admits to being interested in all 
aspects of theatre, from writing, to set design, 
to a cameo appearance on stage. The next 
step could be directing. "To direct something 
would be fun to try," he says, although he 
laughs, "It may not be a good idea to actor- 
direct your own play." 

Trepanier has no aspirations to take on any 
role but author - although he did try the 
stage, in his youth. "It's tempting, but I need 
to keep my fingers on the keyboard," he says. 
"Definitely no directing, no acting. I'll just tell 
the story." 

"The most sought-after person in the vil¬ 
lage is the storyteller," notes Bruce McCal¬ 
lum, a playwright whose work, "Squeelcer", a 
horror radio play, will be read on June 6. The 
Cookstown resident has been involved in 
South Simcoe Theatre's Christmas Panto, 
both as co-writer and on stage - but says that 
being taken seriously as an author, and hear¬ 
ing an actor present his words under a direc¬ 
tor's guidance, "is such an honour." 

All three playwrights are unanimous about 
one thing: they will be attending Four Play, a 
Showcase of Play Readings - "all perform¬ 
ances!"

Commercial vehicle enforcement blitz a success

Poor maintenance, equipment failure, 
broken parts, insecure loads, lack of docu¬ 
mentation: those are the key reasons for com¬ 
mercial vehicles to be pulled from the road, 
on inspection. 

In Bradford West Gwillimbury and Innisfil, 
commercial vehicle enforcement blitzes gen¬ 
erally remove the plates from one in three 


commercial vehicles stopped for one or more 
of those reasons. 

Const. Jason VanderSar, a member of the 
South Simcoe police traffic and marine unit 
and the police service's only Commercial 
Vehicle Safety Alliance-certified inspector, 
noted that in a recent blitz, 37% of the com¬ 
mercial vehicles stopped had their plates 
removed, well above the provincial average of 
27%. 

VanderSar regularly works with other 


police services and the Ministry of Trans¬ 
portation to carry out commercial vehicle 
inspections. 

He is certified to look underneath the vehi¬ 
cles, checking for everything from broken leaf 
springs to drive train problems. 

He is also the service's only dangerous 
goods inspector, certified to check the trans¬ 
portation of fuels, propane and other haz¬ 
ardous materials. 

VanderSar was describing his job — and 


some of the worst infractions he has seen on 
local roads — at the April 14 meeting of the 
Bradford West Gwillimbury/Innisfil Police 
Services Board. 

There was the dilapidated van pulled over 
on 10 Sideroad. Not only did the vehicle have 
brake issues, there were two children in the 
back of the van in car seats secured with a 
home-made seatbelt.

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Quebec 
survives 
the storm 

W ith its separatist stowaway shoved below 

decks, it's time Quebec threw its weight into 
helping the rest of Canada lay on more sail to speed 
the nation's economic recovery. 

Quebec premier-designate Philippe Couillard said 
it best, after his Liberals dealt Pauline Marois and her 
Parti Quebecois a stunning provincial election defeat. 

"Quebec is one of the founders of this country," 
said Couillard, who won a majority mandate. "For 
me, it's important that we find our leadership role 
once again with our partners from the other Cana¬ 
dian provinces, territories, with the federal govern¬ 
ment." 

Bravo. 

For 18 long months - a year and a half too long - 
Marois and her minority government took one of 
Canada's largest provinces off the oars. 

They squandered time and political capital both on 
the PQ's divisive secular charter of values, and on 
flirting with independence, something Marois only 
shelved as her party plunged in the polls. 

And for a province of its size and heft, Quebec 
under-performed economically, averaging less than 
2% annual growth. 

Canada has put nearly five years between itself and 
the brutal 2008-09 recession, more than making up 
its job losses and weathering the storm far better 
than most G7 nations. But we're too small an econ¬ 
omy to afford to have our second-most populous 
province not fully engaged in putting even more 
water between the downturn and what, in central 
Canada at least, remains a stubbornly slow come¬ 
back. 

Quebec can't afford prolonged political distrac¬ 
tions, either - not with its budget books still under 
water, not with its future hobbled by an aging popula¬ 
tion and not with its unfinished business of political 
corruption still being probed by a provincial commis¬ 
sion. 

If ever there was a province that needed to get back 
to business and stability, it's Quebec. 

For years, the West has carried Canada's recovery. 
Ontario is slowly shifting that dividing line to the 
Ottawa River, across from which Quebec - with one- 
third of Canada's 42,000 new jobs created last month 
- shows potential to put more skin into the game. 

Couillard says he's ready to talk jobs and prosperity 
with the rest of Canada. 

Finally, all hands on deck.

Top court too permissive 


One would be forgiven for thinking that 
a reform of prostitution laws would be 
something our Conservative government 
would never conceive. 

But then, one could say the same for 
Colorado's state government transform¬ 
ing marijuana into a new recreational 
pastime permitted by the law and 
encouraged by the flourishing of a new 
drug market for the once-banned sub¬ 
stance. 

How does one begin to say that the 
Supreme Court of Canada's ruling that 
allowing brothels and permitting prosti¬ 
tution is not illegal? That it is unconstitu¬ 
tional to stop people from living off the 
avails of prostitution or criminalize the 
prostitute and the john? 

Of course, the Governor General still 
has to approve the changes, as does the 
Senate and the Parliament. But I don't 
think Canadians much care what the 
Senate has to say at this juncture; it has 
caused enough problems. 

It is one thing for Justice Minister Peter 
MacKay to acknowledge that violence 
and murder affects prostitutes and soci¬ 
ety. It is one thing to acknowledge that 
sex traffickers are so devious and manip¬ 
ulative that there is not one organization 
or official or person whose removal 
would ease the trafficking problem. 

It is quite another to adopt an anti¬ 
prostitution stance and say to people why 
outlawing it protects women and chil¬ 
dren. If we are trying to create a society 
that respects the body and honours 


everyone's dignity, then the selling of 
flesh flouts the attempt. 

Films such as Trade and Human Traf¬ 
ficking are meant to educate the public 
about the problem and protect young 
women. Some of these films sensational¬ 
ize the problem, others do not. The reality 
remains that men have been known to 
sell their girlfriends or wives to collabora¬ 
tors who assist with the abduction. Girls 
have been deceived with false promises 
of fame or modelling jobs and then held 
against their will so their abductors can 
prostitute them to sick men. 

Legalizing prostitution will not affect 
the traffickers as much as one may think. 

What if we looked at the problem a dif¬ 
ferent way? Governments and activists 
need to continue showing girls and 
women that prostitution is never an 
option. That it is better to work a low- 
paying job with dignity then to resort to 
activities likely to get them killed. 

Governments need to learn the lesson 
society learned from serial killers like 
Robert Piclcton and Jack the Ripper. 

Pickton thrived on abducting women 
marginalized by society; ones he knew no 
one would care for. Sadly, that includes 
prostitutes and scores of missing aborigi¬ 
nal women. Pickton reminds us that we 
are still a misogynistic and racist society. 
Had Pickton attacked a well-known, Cau¬ 
casian celebrity, the backlash from the 
authorities may have been different. 

Jack the Ripper knew this; that society 
cares for the wealthy and privileged, so 


he targeted prostitutes, directing his par¬ 
ticular madness at them. 

The feminist movement's accomplish¬ 
ment did much to enhance women's 
power and reduce gender prejudice. But 
more must be done to overcome the 
racial prejudice that led to our society's 
inability or unwillingness to explain the 
disappearance of so many aboriginal 
women and girls. 

There is one final point to consider. If 
we choose to allow our society to become 
one where everything is permitted, noth¬ 
ing is forbidden, where do we draw the 
line? 

People complained, so we allowed 
prostitution. Society then has to explain 
to its youth the reasoning behind the 
decision. After that, we permit recre¬ 
ational drug use, thereby undoing every 
moral argument and legal action for gen¬ 
erations and creating new addicts. 

What's next? How about we take a 
page from the Romans book and allow 
martial art fights to the death? Our own 
gladiatorial duels for people to enjoy. 

I could quote religious texts, philo¬ 
sophical arguments about why recre¬ 
ational drug use and prostitution should 
be outlawed. I will not because they are 
easily found on the Internet. 

Whatever Canada is being ushered in 
by the overly-permissive Supreme Court 
is not the one I was raised in.

It's hard to miss Forrest, a 163-pound 
bundle of fun trundling down the hall¬ 
way. 

Forrest is not your regular volunteer 
at the Royal Victoria Regional Health 
Centre (RVH). 

He's one of the four-legged variety 
which bring a little light and laughter to 
patients, staff and visitors alike. 

Forrest is a leonberger (a giant dog 
breed) and a Therapeutic Paws of 
Canada dog. He's a big hit with patients 
and visitors in RVH. 

The 'paws-itive' influence he and 
other therapy dogs have on patients 
shouldn't be underestimated, according 
to Tracey Fletcher, manager of the respi¬ 
ratory unit. 

"They bring a sense of home to the 
hospital and they can make patients feel 
better," she said. "We have patients who, 
when the therapy dogs come, are taken 
back to a time when they had a treas¬ 
ured pet. We have patients cry when 
they see the dogs because the happy 
feelings the canines bring with them is 
overwhelming. 

"It's a positive experience because the 
dogs are so well trained." 

Cathryn Cuffe, a patient in the RVH's 
respiratory unit, is especially fond of her 
canine visits. 

"I love their temperament and how 
they make me feel comfortable. They're 
so loving," she said, while stroking For¬ 
rest's head. "Dogs are very stimulating 
to people who are alone or are feeling 
alone. A lot of people don't have visitors 
to the hospital. I don't. I'm not from 
here. I just can't say enough about how 
awesome they are." 

Fletcher sums up the therapy dogs' 
effect on Cuffe. 

"They make Cathryn's day better," she 
said. 

Forrest's owner, Anna-Marie Kris- 


tensen, said people at RVH are con¬ 
stantly coming up to him to say hi. 

"Some days it's hard to get anywhere 
on time," she laughed, while her pooch 
was working his magic. "You watch 
people pat him and their faces light up. 
He always bring a smile to their faces. 
No matter what's going on in their day, I 
can see he makes them smile." 

She enjoys bringing happiness into 
someone's life with her two therapy 
dogs, who have been extensively 
trained. Forrest obeys hand and verbal 
cues and when Kristensen needs to 
back him up — sometimes he needs a 
big turning radius — she holds up one 
hand and starts saying "beep, beep, 
beep." 

"There are certain criteria the dog 
and the owner must meet. It has to be a 
good fit," she said. "That's why I like 
Therapeutic Paws of Canada and the 
other therapy dog organizations (St. 
John's Ambulance Therapy Dogs also 
visit RVH). 

Fletcher said hospitals aren't just 
about examinations and medication. 

"Providing a positive patient experi¬ 
ence involves non-medical events 
which also play a role in the healing 
process, such as having a visit from a 
therapy dog," she said. 

"As soon as a pet-loving patient on my 
unit sees the dogs, I can instantly see 
their countenance change for the 
better." 

Therapy dogs visit RVH every day 
except Fridays. They usually come in 
pairs or sometimes three at a time.

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More Lake Simcoe cleanup cash

The federal government has announced 
the next round of funding, $8.6 million, under 
the new Lake Simcoe-Southeastern Georgian 
Bay Clean-Up Fund. 

It's an extension and expansion of the orig¬ 
inal Lake Simcoe Clean-Up fund. 

The funding is for a total of 26 projects. 

Local recipients of the new funding 
include the Holland Marsh Growers Associa¬ 
tion; Ladies of the Lake Conservation Associ¬ 
ation, for restoration projects, stewardship 
and education; the Lake Simcoe Region Con¬ 
servation Authority, including $159,000 to 
support the Scanlon Creek restoration proj¬ 
ect, improving stream and wetland habitat in 
the former Scanlon Pond area; and Ducks 
Unlimited Canada - getting $449,000 to sup¬ 
port a collaborative project that will restore 
and enhance wetlands. 

To date, there have been more than 160 
Clean-Up Fund projects, from livestock 
exclusion projects, to septic bed upgrades, 
waste water and washwater management on 
farms, and planting of more than 72,000 
native trees, shrubs and grasses. 

Barrie MP Patrick Brown praised the 
efforts of the Lake Simcoe Clean-Up Fund to 
date, efforts that have been appreciated by 


the people of Barrie, he said. Results range 
from cleaner water and less weed growth, to 
the return of spawning populations of native 
fish species. 


"We notice the real strides we've made in 
cleaning up Lake Simcoe. It's at the heart of 
Simcoe County, it's at the heart of our 
region," Brown said. 


The $8.6 million is part of the $29 million 
in funding announced when the original $30 
million, five-year Lake Simcoe Clean-Up 
Fund came to an end, in 2012.

The van was pulled from the road and the Children's Aid 
Society was notified. 

Then there was the flatbed truck carrying a 56,000 lb. bull¬ 
dozer, secured with a single chain. "You need a minimum of 
four chains," each rated for at least half the weight of the load, 
VanderSar noted. 

"If there's any imminent possibility of any of these items 
falling off and onto the road," even if it's only a small item left 
insecure in the back, a vehicle can be pulled over and the 
plates removed, VanderSar said. 

Last year, South Simcoe police received well over 200 com¬ 
plaints regarding commercial vehicles, most of them for 
dump trucks hauling fill from subway construction in Toronto 
to a site on the 14th Line of Innisfil west of County Road 27. 
Complaints included speeding, running stop signs and red 
lights and at least one collision. 

There is a gap in enforcement, however. 

Despite half-load restrictions, despite the damage that it 
does to road surfaces, South Simcoe police currently can't 
issue charges for overweight commercial vehicles, because 
the town does not own a set of certified weigh scales and 
police are hesitant to involve private owners of scales when 
charges may be laid and court involved. 

VanderSar presented a business case for purchasing the 
scales, which run about $12,800 a pair, noting that the town's 
share of the hefty fines under the Highway Traffic Act would 
recoup the cost. 

"The cost recovery can be pretty quick," he said. 

Just last week, a truck was stopped with a load that was 
12,000 kilograms overweight. All South Simcoe police could 
do was pull the vehicle off the road, waiting for a second truck 
to arrive to offload some of the weight, but no charges could 
be laid. 

"If you don't have scales, how does the half-load (restric¬ 
tion) work?" asked BWG Mayor Doug White. 

"It's not," said VanderSar. "It's unenforceable, unless we're 
doing a blitz with the ministry."

Colin Klutz is a lifesaver. 

During the Simcoe County 911 Management 
Board's Public Safety Communications Awards for 
2013, held at the Simcoe County Museum on Tues¬ 
day, the seven-year-old was recognized for saving 
his mother Claudette's life last year. 

Colin, from Tottenham, was just six years old at 
the time when his mother began choking during 
dinner on March 18, 2013, while her husband 
Chris, a Toronto police officer, was at work. 

She was choking so severely she was unable to 
speak, according to Cathy Clark, chairwoman of 
the county's 911 management board. 

"Colin, very bravely and very calmly, called 911," 
she told the crowd at the awards ceremony. "He 
gave information to Sarah Swanson, the communi¬ 
cator from the Georgian Central Ambulance Com¬ 
munications Centre about his mom's condition, 
confirmed their location and all the while, reas¬ 
sured his mom that everything was going to be OK. 

"Most importantly, Colin followed the instruc¬ 
tions he was given by Sarah step by step," Clark 
added. "He had his mom bend over and start 
coughing, which dislodged the food from her 
throat. 

"Colin acted with maturity beyond his years and 
his actions saved his mother's life." 

Thanks to advice repeatedly given to him by his 
father about what to do in the event of an emer¬ 
gency, Colin said he knew what had to be done. 

"I realized I had to do something fast and I called 
911," he said after the ceremony, while munching 
on a chocolate chip cookie. 


"Every night when I went to bed, my dad got me 
to remember where I lived in case someone got 
hurt. I realized everything was going to be OK 
when I saw her feeling better. I think kids should 
know more about what to do in case of an emer¬ 
gency." 

Claudette is delighted with the recognition her 
son received. 

"I am exceptionally proud of him," she said, her 
voice full of emotion. "I really thought I was dying. 
I couldn't get a breath. I happened to look in a 
mirror and my face was blue and grey." 

Chris is equally proud of his son and said he 
always encouraged Colin to be prepared for an 
emergency. 

"I never thought it would work in our favour one 
day," he said, adding that all youngsters should 
know when to call 911 and to remember their 
home address and phone number. 

The county's 911 management board's Public 
Safety Communications Awards were also handed 
out to dispatchers at area communications centres. 

Three members of the Barrie Fire and Emer¬ 
gency Service communications centre — Carrie 
Clarlc-Weatherup, Mary Anne Cousineau and 
Amanda Wickham — were recognized for helping 
emergency crews respond to a potential cata¬ 
strophic forest fire near Bear Creek Secondary 
School and a natural gas pipeline on May 1, 2013. 

Communicators and officers with Barrie police 
who assisted officers investigating a suicidal man 
on Sept. 7, 2013 were recognized. 

Ambar Kotticlc and Ashley Gray, of the South 
Simcoe police communications centre, won a team 
recognition award for their efforts regarding an 
armed bank robbery in progress on Nov. 22, 2013.

GDHS bringing 
on spring

Grass with yellow foliage "is meant for shade, not sun." 

Grass with blue foliage is drought resistant. "The bluer the 
grass, the more drought tolerant it is." And don't expect to see 
any signs of life from "warm weather" grasses until at least the 
middle of June. 

Those were just some of the tips provided by Karl Kohnen, 
owner of Black Forest Garden Centre in King City. He was 
talking to members of the Gilford & District Horticultural 
Society on April 14, about "Grasses in the Garden." 

Drought resistant, hardy, colourful, with a variety of forms 
that can provide everything from ground cover to privacy 
screening - grasses can be versatile and attractive. 

But they come with several warnings. "Clumpers" may stay 
in discrete clumps - but even they can grow and eventually 
take up an extensive area of the garden. Elephant grass, for 
example, can grow to 12' in height, providing a great privacy 
screen - but the clumps can grow to 6 to 10 feet in diameter. 
Cutting it back? "You have to use a power hedge trimmer," 
Kohnene said. The stems can be as thick as a man's thumb, 
and woody. 

"Runners" - grasses that spread by their roots and rhizomes 
- can become invasive. Kohnen advised gardeners consider¬ 
ing planting "runners" to plant them first in containers, lined 
with polyester mesh, or in kangaroo bags. "You can bury the 
bag - you can control the grass... and you have nothing to 
worry about," he said. His most important advice? "Think 
about it before you do it." 

His talk was followed by a question and answer period. One 
gardener asked, "Is there grass for your lawn that you don't 
have to cut?" And his own choice? "Clover - it will smother 
out weeds... and stays green."

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Why Do I Need A Will? 

by Keisha-Ann Shaw Hill 

A Will is a written document setting out a person’s 
instructions about what should happen to his/her 
estate (property) after death. In order for a Will to 
be valid, it must be written by the Testator, the 
Testator’s signature must be witnessed by two 
persons, none of whom can be a beneficiary, the 
Testator must have the requisite capacity to make 
the Will, there must be no improper or undue 
influence upon the Testator and the Testator must 
not have revoked the Will. 

A Will can be revoked by 

• a subsequent marriage 

• making a subsequent Will 

• declaring (in writing) an intent to revoke 

• physical destruction of the Will by the Testator 
(burning, tearing etc) 

The best reason for making a Will is to avoid 
what happens if you die without one. In such a 
case where someone dies Intestate, the Province 
of Ontario practically “writes” that person’s 
Will, using the distribution table set out in the 
Succession Law Reform Act, having regard to 
other Ontario succession laws. 

Without an Executor / Estate Trustee appointed 
under a Will, there will be no one with the legal 
authority to deal with the property or financial 
affairs of the deceased, including burial costs. 
Someone, who must be an Ontario resident, will 
therefore have to make an application into Court 
to be appointed to act on behalf of the estate. 
This may cause lengthy delays, and additional 
legal expenses. Additionally, whatever intentions 
the deceased may have had for distribution 
of the estate, even if told to family and friends 
verbally,(eg: child should inherit the house) will 
not be legally binding, and cannot be enforce by 
a Judge. 

Under the Succession Law Reform Act, an 
intestate person’s estate will be distributed in 
priority of spouse and children: 

• spouse but no issue (children) - spouse entitled 
to the property absolutely 

• spouse & issue - spouse entitled to a 
preferential share of $200,000. If estate less 
than $200,000 - spouse entitled to property 
absolutely 

• spouse and 1 child - spouse entitled to 
$200,000 plus V 2 residue of estate; child gets 
V 2 residue of estate 

• spouse and more than one child - spouse 
entitled to $200,000 plus 1/3 of estate; other 
2/3 of residue of estate distributed equally 
among children.

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Put safety first 
for do-it-yourself 
projects 


(NC) Every homeowner encounters the 
opportunity to take on a do-it-yourself 
project at one time or another. "It's grati¬ 
fying to see a project come to fruition and 
know that you've had a hand in its success/' 
says Corinne Lyall, a broker with Royal LeP- 
age Benchmark in Calgary Alberta. "How¬ 
ever, there are basic safety tips every home- 
owner should consider before rolling out 
the tool chest." Lyall recommends the fol¬ 
lowing: 

1. Dress with your safety in mind. 
Fortunately, serious injuries can 
be easily prevented with simple 
precautions. If you have long hair, tie 
it back. Remove jewelry and loose 
clothing that could get caught in 
machinery. 

2. Wear a dust mask, respirator 
and safety goggles. Understand the 
materials you're working with and 
protect against inhaling dust particles 
or fumes. Similarly, safety goggles 
reduce the likelihood of sustaining 
injury to the eyes. 


3. When working with electricity, wear 
rubber-soled shoes. Rubber acts as 
an insulator and reduces conductivity 
of electricity and your chances of 
electrocution. However, in most cases, 
electrical repairs should be left to 
professionals. 

4. Keep any machinery and equipment 
in top shape. Drill bits, cutters, and 
other blades that are left to dull can 
cause injuries. Dull blades can bind or 
kickback. Keep your blades sharp and 
up-to-date. 

5. Use ladders safely. For every four 
feet of height, your ladder should sit 
at least one foot from the vertical 
surface upon which it is leaning. Know 
the height of your ladder and situate it 
accordingly. Never step on the top two 
rungs of a ladder.

(NC) Be aware of a common misstep made 
by homeowners when it comes to getting the 
best price for their house. While customizing 
your surroundings is a desirable way to make 
it your own, consider how much is too much, 
says Ralph Steven, a broker with Royal LeP- 
age Atlantic. "I always advise against over¬ 
personalization and to keep future buyers 
in mind before you leap into any renovation 
project." Steven suggests the following: 

Avoid customized heights for kitchen and 
bathroom countertops. A tall or short per¬ 
son may be inclined to customize counter 
heights to accommodate their stature. This 
is never a good idea. Don't deviate from the 
standard countertop height of 36 inches as 
you will limit your potential to find future 
buyers for your home. 

Don't over-renovate. As a rule of thumb, 
only renovate to the same level as your 
neighbours. Pouring additional funds into 


renovations, particularly amounts in excess 
of similar homes around you, will affect your 
situation when it comes time to sell.

to adopted Comprehensive Zoning By-law 080-13 
TAKE NOTICE that the Council of The Corporation of the Town of Innisfil will hold a 
Public Meeting on Wednesday, May 7, 2014, at 7:00 P.M. in the Council Chambers 
located at the Town Hall at 2101 Innisfil Beach Road. The purpose of the Public 
Meeting is to obtain public comments on a proposed Amendment to the Zoning By-law 
No. 080-13, as amended, of the Town of Innisfil under Section 34 of the Planning Act. 
The lands affected by the proposed Amendment to the Town of Innisfil adopted Zoning 
By-law No. 080-13 are Registered Plans of Subdivision 51M-852 and 51M-897, and 14 
lots (Lots 68-69, 71-72, 75-84) within Registered Plan 51M-905. The location of the 
lands subject to the proposed Amendment are shown on the attached Key Maps. 

THE PURPOSE of the proposed Zoning By-law Amendment is to exempt Plan of 
Subdivision 51M-852 and 51M-897 from the minimum landscape area, maximum 
garage projection requirements and maximum garage width requirements of Zoning 
By-law No. 080-13 (Section 3.16). Lots within Plan of Subdivision 51M-905 are 
proposed to be rezoned from R1-38 to R2-X to exempt the lots from the maximum 
garage projection requirements and re-instate the appropriate zone category and 
associated provisions for the size of the lots in the approved Plan. 

THE EFFECT of the proposed Amendment is to grandfather the zoning regulations that 
were in place when these Plans of Subdivision were registered, to allow development 
to continue in the same manner on the same street.
